A SPEAKING LAMP. 


Invention Wlilrh ncprnilnce* Sonnd 


M«njr MUe» Away. 


The "speaking llghf'Ts the latest nov- 


elty which has made Its appearance In 
Paris. It is the inveatioji of a German 
professor, improved nnd perfected by 
M. Charles Heller, an electrical en- 
gineer residing in Paris. 


The apparatus consists of an ordl 


nary arc lamp, minus the globe. This 
lamp is placed oa a table and Is con- 
nected on the one hand with an elec- 
tric generator and on the other with a 
microphone, which can be placed nt 
any distance, even miles away. On the 
current being passed and the lamp 
alight anybody singing or speaking In 


j front or over the miciophone board Is 
' immediately ho;ird by everybody in the 


room whore the hunpvis placed. 


The arc lamp reproduces every sound 


with startling clearness. It is neces- 
sary, however, for people looking at the 
lamp to wear smoked glasses, owing 
to its intensity. 


The invention is decidedly Ingenious, 


but at present It is difficult to see what 
useful purpose it can serve except as a 
substitute for the theatropiione, over 
which it possesses the advantages of 
allowing a hundred or more persons to 


I listen to a concert miles away Instead 


of only two, as Is the case with the 
theatropiione. The Inventor, however, 
is of the opinion that at a later period, 
when laoie thoroughly developed, the 
speaking light may have great scien- 
tific possibilities before it.

Scientific American says that French 
bankers have just taken several strides 
in advance by introducing the automo 
bile savings bank, which tours tho 
country districts at stated intervals 
and gathers in the savings of the' 
thrifty peasants. 


An electric motor car has been built 


for tho purpose. It provides seats for 
a cashier and two clerks, arrange'1. 
about a revolving table. 
There are 


shelves on the walls for the bankbooks, 
and a strong box is built into the body 
of the car. The officials are from the 
Mezieres treasury administration, and 
the cashier has power to receive depos- 
its of any amount.

pump for automobile use in which the 
vertical motioii of the body of the car- 
riage is utilized to actuate a series of 
pumps for supplying water to tho boiler 
and air to the gasoline tank.

Councilman > Stackpole introduced a 


new fireman's bill, in which the an- 
nual twelve day's vacation, in' addi- 
tion to the regular leave of absence 
on one Sunday in every month, was 
provided tor. This bill was passed 
and sent to the aldermen for concur- 
rence. Mr. Clark voted consistently 
in the negative on every motion yi 
connection with the passage of the 
bill, and several times called for the 
yeas and nays, the vote in' every case 
being fourteen to one against him. 


Al this point, Mr. McCarthy called 


for the appropriation bill, as present- 
ed by him two weeks ago, and it was 
produced by Mr. Pickering, chairman 
of the committee on bills on second 
reading. The bill calls for'the appro- 
priation of $231,611.55, to defray the 
city's expenses for the current year. 


Mr. Clark precipitated another dis- 


cussion on this measure, but after the 
usual number of imotions had been 
made, and the yeas and nays had been 
called for, the customary number of 
times, the bill passed its various read- 
ings under suspension of the rules 
and wa1' sent to the board of alder- 
men for concurrence. 


Mr. Pickering introduced a bill stip- 


ulating that all material for the pe- 
destal and the base of the Fitz John 
Porter statue be secured as far as 
possible from Portsmouth dealers, and 
that all work be done by Portsmouth 
workmen.
